think you’re hard enough. 

Madcap performer Anthony 
Schragg, a Zimbabwe-born Canadian, 
will fight anyone who thinks they’re 
up to it in a Punch and Judy-style tent 
on Margate beach. 

The Wrasslin’ event is part of a new 
programme from Margate arts group 
Limbo and will slam down on the 
beach on Saturday, February 20.

30-second rounds as he aims to 
“physically connect with his audience” 
and put himself through the pain 
barrier. 

Schragg, who weighs a little over 
nine-and-a-half stone and measures 
just 5ft 9in tall, said: “This is an hon¬ 
est gesture, I’m not taking the mickey. 

“It was an idea I had at art school 
and it has developed from there. 

“This is my way of injecting a bit of 
fun and light-heartedness into my art 
and I hope to see loads of people come 
along to challenge me. 

“It’s about having a laugh and enjoy¬ 


ing yourself and finding out what our 
bodies can do. There is no limitation 
on age, gender or size - I will wrestle 
with anybody. You have to be brave in 
this day and age!” 

The 34-year-old says he has been 
injured in previous bouts that he has 
staged and will wear a special wrest¬ 
ing outfit for the occasion. 

He is encouraging others to dress up 
for the Wrasslin’ event as he will give 
out prizes for the best efforts. 

“I’ll be showing a bit of thigh and 
getting people a little bit excited,” he 
said. “I know it will be cold, but I hope

Ferry firms unite 
to transfer larger 
ship to Ramsgate

A NEW ship will be sail¬ 
ing between Ramsgate 
and Ostend after two 
ferry operators agreed to 
work together. 

Transeuropa Ferries, which al¬ 
ready sails out of Ramsgate, and LD 
Lines are teaming up to sail the 
Norman Spirit between the ports. 

LD Lines has been operating 
the Norman Spirit between Dover 
and Boulogne, and the vessel will 
be renamed Ostend Spirit for its 
new route. 

The commercial agreement was 
announced on Monday and will start 
in March. 

A start date of “between March 
15-30, 2010” has been pencilled in 
and the two companies will co¬ 
operate on commercial aspects of 
the route. 

Expertise 

LD Lines will take a lead in 
the development of the tourist and 
foot-passenger business, while 
Transeuropa Ferries will continue 
to focus on freight traffic and ship 
operations. 

Transeuropa Ferries will operate 
the boat on a long-term charter 
basis and it will sail twice a day, 
joining the five vessels currently 
being used on the route. 

LD Lines managing director 
Christophe Santoni said: “We are 
pleased to announce this develop¬ 
ment, which will combine the consid¬ 
erable expertise of both companies. 


“For LD Lines it will further 
expand our ferry service network 
and we can now offer the market an 
extensive choice of routes from the 
west to east across the English 
Channel to France, and now to a 
northern-located port in Belgium.” 

Dominique Penel, general manag¬ 
er of Transeuropa Ferries, said: 
“This makes good economic sense for 
both companies in relation to moving 
the service forward. 

“Transeuropa has established an 
excellent, solid freight business via 
the Ramsgate to Ostend route since 
we began in 1998. Now, with a larger 
ship we have the potential to improve 
the level of service to our freight cus¬ 
tomers, while also developing the 
tourist traffic through LD Lines’s 
passenger marketing resources.” 

The newly-named Ostend Spirit, 
which was built in 1991, will contin¬ 
ue to operate under the British flag 
and be branded in both LD Lines 
and Transeuropa Ferries colours. 

LD Lines tourist fares on the 
Ramsgate to Ostend service will be 
available for cars and passengers, 
cars and caravans, motorhomes 
and motorcycles. On-board facilities 
include cabins and sleeper seats. 

Thanet council deputy leader 
Roger Latchford said: “This is mar¬ 
vellous news for Ramsgate and 
Thanet. The port was built to receive 
vessels of this size and it’s good to 
welcome them back, especially 
because of the increased freight and 
passengers they represent.” 

A launch offer of £24 for a single 
crossing by car and five passengers 
will be subject to availability.

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Plaques aft homes of 
famous townsfolk 
could boost tourism

THE Ramsgate Society has 
been awarded a grant of almost 
£10,000 to press forward with a 
blue-plaques scheme. 

It will see properties that played home 
to the rich and famous marked 
for all to see and could theoretically pro¬ 
vide a welcome tourism boost to the town. 

Homes belonging to people such as 
influential Gothic architect Augustus 
Pugin, Dad’s Army star John Le 
Mesurier, who lived in London Road, and 
Wilkie Collins, the novelist and play¬ 
wright who lived in Wellington Crescent, 
could all be marked. 

Prime Minister 

Other names in the frame are prison 
reformer and Quaker philanthropist 
Elizabeth Fry, who lived in Bellevue 
Road, and Viscount Wellesley, the former 
prime minister, and the Duke of Wel¬ 
lington, who lived in Chatham Place. 

Chatham House Grammar School 
could also get a plaque as former prime 
minister Ted Heath was educated there, 
while one may be put up in Wellington

Crescent to mark the street where 
poet and philosopher Samuel Taylor 
Coleridge lived. 

A total of 25 plaques could be put up 
around the town. 


The money has come from county coun¬ 
cillor Liz Green, who has put forward the 
funding from her KCC allocation for the 
year. 

She said: “The local area has so much 
history and so many people have lived 
and stayed here. 

“Heritage and conservation areas are 
really undervalued by Thanet council and 
I think we need to do everything we can 
to restore things. Anything that can be 
done to boost interest in the local history 
among people who live here and visitors 
is certainly a good thing.” 

Cllr Green said the original application 
had been put in by local man Frank Batt, 
who played a big part in securing the 
funding. 

Ramsgate Society chairman Joycelyn 
McCarthy said: “This is great news. It will 
mark the places where people have lived 
and worked. 

“Booklets will hopefully be printed up 
and will be available in places such as the 
library and local shops. That will act as a 
further guide.” 

The money has been approved and will 
be deposited to the Ramsgate Society’s 
bank account in the coming weeks. 

The plaques will not be official like 
those put up by English Heritage.

£40,000: the cost 
of probe into false 
sex assault claim 


A TOTAL of £40,000 was wasted on 
an allegation of sexual assault in 
Broadstairs. 

Kent Police spent the money inves¬ 
tigating the alleged crime, which 
was later revealed to be the figment 
of a woman’s imagination. 

And on Wednesday last week a 
42-year-old woman was cautioned 
after she claimed she was assaulted at 
Viking Bay in September. 

A police spokeswoman said: “This 
has now proven to be false and this 
week we arrested and subsequently 
cautioned the woman concerned. 

“Police would like to thank the peo¬ 
ple of Broadstairs for their help dur¬ 
ing the investigation of a report of a 
serious sexual assault in the town in 
September.” 

The woman’s caution will sit on 
her record after she told police that 
two unknown men had raped her on 
the beach on Sunday, September 6. 

A big investigation was launched 
by Kent Police’s major crime depart¬ 
ment in a bid to catch the alleged 
attackers and two men were arrest¬ 
ed as a result of the descriptions pro¬ 


vided by the woman. Extensive 
inquiries were carried out and 
numerous witnesses identified who 
had been on the beach that evening. 

Statements were taken and the 
contents of these contradicted the 
woman’s account. 

Det Insp Lee Whitehead, who led 
the investigation, said: “We would 
like to reassure the community that 
all allegations of this nature are 
treated seriously and thoroughly 
investigated. 

“Victims of such crimes are always 
treated with great discretion and 
sensitivity. 

“Any allegations proved to be false 
are also treated seriously and dealt 
with accordingly. False allegations 
undermine genuine victims of sexu¬ 
al assault and divert police resources 
away from what we should be con¬ 
centrating on.” 

Thanet’s district commander, Ch 
Insp Mitchell Fox, said: “I said in 
September this was out of character 
for Broadstairs, which has a 
deserved reputation as a very safe 
place to live, work and visit.”

Fast-food outlet is 
damaged in blaze 

THE Broadstairs branch of RFC has 
been badly damaged in a fire. 

The fast-food outlet in Westwood Road 
was enveloped by flames at about 
8.45am on Saturday as shoppers were 
hitting stores in the area. 

The blaze took hold in the restaurant’s 
roof area and thick black smoke bel¬ 
lowed out until fire-fighters managed to 
bring it under control at about 11am. 

Customers and staff inside were evacu¬ 
ated and the fabric of the building was 
damaged as cracks appeared in brick¬ 
work and the roof was ravaged by flames. 

A hole had to be tom in the roof to get 
to the source of the fire, while hoses were 
used to douse it with water. 

The fire caused traffic problems on the 
surrounding roads. 

Police catch pair 
with 30 doorbells 

TWO teenagers are to be cautioned by 
police for stealing doorbells. 

Officers stopped the boys on Saturday, 
January 13, and found they had stolen 
30 bells from homes in Margate. 

The bells had been taken in Knockholt 
Road, Crundale Way, Sandhurst Road 
and other roads around Palm Bay. 

Police think the boys, who were not 
known to them beforehand, may have 
stolen the bells as a prank. 

The culprits cannot be named due to 
their age but were due to be cautioned 
today (Wednesday). 

They were noticed behaving suspi¬ 
ciously in the area and an off-duty officer 
called his colleagues to report them. 

All the bells will be returned to the 
respective homeowners. 
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We can't let planning go on 
like this, warns Labour chief 


CONCERNS over Thanet councirs 
planning procedures have sparked 
a call for an investigation. 

Clive Hart, the isle’s Labour leader, sits on 
the planning committee and has expressed his 
worries that buildings are too frequently devi¬ 
ating from the original planning permission, 
leading to an increase in so-called retrospective 
applications having to be sought. 

Insignificant 

At a recent planning committee meeting he 
said: “I have been a member of the planning 
committee for over six years now and during 
the first five years I cannot remember having to 
discuss issues like buildings or parts of build¬ 
ings being built without planning permission, 
or in the wrong place, or built completely differ¬ 
ently to the plans that were approved. 

“Indeed, if there were one or two cases in that 
time they must have been so minor as to be 
almost insignificant. 

“However, over the past year or so we appear 
to discuss such matters at virtually every meet¬ 
ing and I think it is time the council investigat¬ 
ed or reviewed its procedures.”

Following a brief comment by another 
planning member at the meeting, Cllr Hart said: 
‘We simply cannot let the current situation con¬ 
tinue. We should investigate matters and where 
breaches are the responsibility of the council 
make appropriate adjustments to procedures. 

“Where the responsibility is shown to lie 
with other authorities we should make the 
strongest possible representations to them 
from this committee.” 

One member of the committee, Simon Day, 
the vice-chairman to chairman Ken Gregory, 
has even had to put in his own retrospective 
application. 

A home he built in Berkeley Road in 
Birchington was later the subject of a retro¬ 
spective application in September 2008. 

The premises, built on a patch of land at the 
end of the cul-de-sac, is noted for its striking 
appearance, with some people saying that it is 
wildly at odds with the look of other bungalows 
in the street. 

Cllr Gregory said that Cllr Hart’s request for 
an investigation had “been noted”.

A BOOKSHOP owner is in dis¬ 
pute with the owners of Westwood 
Cross shopping complex over the 
right to take photographs there. 

Michael Child, who runs Michael’s Book¬ 
shop in Ramsgate, was asked to stop taking 
pictures by security staff on a recent visit. 

Mr Child wanders the isle taking pictures 
for his Thanet Online blog and to document 
the ever-changing nature of Thanet, but he 
did not envisage any problems when he went 
to document the shopping haven. 

He said: “Several people have asked me to 
take some pictures of Westwood Cross - 
some of these are completely disabled and 
will never get to see it, some are people who 
have moved away from Thanet and are curi¬ 
ous to know what people are talking about. 

“After taking a few, a couple of security men 
appeared and told me I would have to get 
permission to take photographs - they said 
they would use their radios to get permission 
from head office 

“I explained that I had started taking them 
last year to make a historical record of 
Thanet. They relayed this to head office in 
the simplified form of taking pictures for a 
website for disabled people. Frankly, they 
seemed more stunned than I was when the 
answer came back as no. 

“One of them said to me ‘I would say to you 
have a nice afternoon shopping with your 
wife, but now I just don’t know what to say’.” 

Bosses had objected on the grounds that it 
was private property, but Mr Child has posed 
the question: What is a public place?’. 

The complex is owned by Land Securities. 

Mr Child was given the chance to appear in 
front of managers to appeal for permission to 
take pictures but decided not to do so. 

His point is that thousands of people wan¬ 
der through the centre each day, so he 
believes that it is a public place.

He said: “This is a slippery slope to go down 
and could affect our basic human rights.” 

Tom Price, general manager at the com¬ 
plex, said: “Westwood Cross is a privately- 
owned shopping and leisure centre. 

“It is our policy that people visiting our 
centre to take photographs, collect for chari¬ 
ty, or are there commercial purposes seek 
permission in advance from our centre- 
management team. 

“Security staff at the centre spoke to a vis¬ 
itor who was taking photographs outside one 
of our stores. 

“He was made aware of the centre policy 
and it was suggested that he should go to the 
nearby centre-management suite to ask per¬ 
mission to take photographs. 

“He appeared to understand the situation 
and the centre’s policy but chose not to visit 
the management suite.” 


Call for businesses to join

THANET council’s Shop Local First cam¬ 
paign could be extended to 50 restaurants, 
cafes, pubs and bars. 

More premises are being encouraged to 
get involved with the scheme in the five pilot 
areas. 

The authority wants 50 food and drinks 
businesses to sign up by Easter. 

Letters and forms are being sent out to 
traders and business owners to gauge the 
level of interest before the next phase is 
carried out. 

Thanet council leader Sandy Ezekiel said: 
“Shop Local First is the coundl’s way of sup¬ 
porting local businesses. We’re aiming to get 
the message across to both local people and 
visitors to the area about the superb variety 
of shops you can find in the area’s towns and 
villages. 

“Having successfully launched the 
scheme, we now want to try and extend it to 
cover more food and drink businesses in the 
run-up to the busy summer season. There 
are so many wonderful places in Thanet to 


go out and enjoy a meal, snack or a drink 
and it’s those businesses we now want to join 
Shop Local First.” 

The campaign aims to give residents and 
visitors more incentive to shop on the isle 
and was launched late last year. 

The five pilot areas are Birchington, 
Broadstairs, Margate, Ramsgate and 
Northdown Road in Cliftonville. 

So far, almost 30,000 incentive cards, with 
offers from more than 120 shops, have been 
given out to encourage people to spend then- 
money at the isle’s firms and shops. 

You can pick up a Shop First Local 
Incentive Card from the businesses taking 
part, in libraries and at Thanet’s Gateway 
Plus in Margate.

Syringe suspect spotted 

THE observational skills of two plain-clothes 
police officers led to the arrest of a man who 
allegedly threatened a shopkeeper with a 
syringe. 

The incident occurred at about 6.55am on 
Monday, December 7, when a man went into 
T&S News in Upper Dane Road, Margate, 
and demanded money from the shopkeeper. 

After he was refused, he pulled out a sy¬ 
ringe containing a red liquid and threatened 
the shopkeeper, who still would not hand over 
any cash. The man then ran from the store. 

On Monday last week, detectives visiting 
the crime scene to view CCTV footage of the 
incident spotted the suspected robber as they 
were leaving the area, recognising him from 
the footage they had just seen. 

Nickolas Jones, 27, of Tomlin Drive, Mar¬ 
gate, was arrested there and then. Police say 
a search of his house turned up drug gear. 

Jones has been remanded in custody. 


Smash chaos on Thanet Way 

A SECTION of the A299 Thanet Way was 
closed on Monday morning after an accident 
in wintry weather. 

There were long tailbacks in the St 
Nicholas-at-Wade area after a Peugeot 206 
hit the central reservation barrier on the 
London-bound A299. 

A Renault car then hit the Peugeot. 

The female driver of the Peugeot and the 
man driving the Renault had treatment by 
ambulance staff for minor injuries. 

The incident caused large queues as the road 
had to be partly closed to allow for the vehicles 
to be recovered and drivers were re-routed. 

Woman hurt in car accident 

AN ELDERLY woman suffered a broken leg 
and stomach injuries after a car accident in 
Minster Road, Westgate. 

The 80-year-old was flown to King’s College 
Hospital in London by Kent Air Ambulance. 
Her injuries are believed to be life-threatening. 

Police were called at 11.20am on Friday last 
week to a reported accident. 

Minster Road and Linksfield Road were 
closed to allow for Kent Police’s serious colli¬ 
sion investigation unit to make enquiries. 
Drivers were re-routed around Westgate.

Greenhouse site is 
cool as a cucumber 
over early harvest 

PAINTER JW Turner once said that the skies 
above Thanet were the “loveliest in all of Europe”. 

But it seems that it is not just the art world 
that owes a debt to the light above the isle. 

The first haul of 2010 cucumbers has been 
harvested from the giant greenhouse complex 
of Thanet Earth, near Monkton. 

The crop hit supermarkets a month earlier 
than usual and is the first in the country. 

Steve McVickers, managing director of 
Thanet Earth, said: “It’s down to the superb 
light levels in Thanet. Production levels have 
surpassed our best estimates. The light levels 
have been in excess of our prediction and this 
part of Kent seems to have escaped much of the 
extreme bad weather seen over the year. 

Production 

“We’re very pleased that the perfect growing 
conditions we have at Thanet Earth have made 
it possible for us to bring forward the tradition¬ 
al British cucumber season. 

“Our cucumbers will be labelled as being 
from Thanet Earth, with production increasing 
each week - so if you can’t find them in a store 
near you at first, they should appear there 
before too long.” 

The cucumbers will be supplied to Asda, 
Tesco and farmers’ markets straight away, 
with other retailers such as Marks and 
Spencer and Sainsbury’s added to the cus¬ 
tomer list in the coming weeks. 

The level of harvest is low at the moment, but 
Thanet Earth is the first producer in the coun¬ 
try to be able to sell the vegetables en masse. 

Last summer enough cucumbers were grown 
in a one-week period to stretch to Trafalgar 
Square and back if placed end-to-end. Toma¬ 
toes and peppers are also grown at the site.

How long have you been interested in sports, Colin? 


A I have been interested in sport for as long 
as I can remember, especially as I grew up 
around football. As well as playing for my local 
youth clubs, such as Margate and Ramsgate 
youth, there was nothing I liked more than a 
kick-about on the green with my mates.

We have established 
projects such as Sport 4 NRG, which works 
with young people to divert them away from 
antisocial behaviour through sport. 

We also work with other organisations 
through the Thanet Sports Network to pro¬ 
mote sport and healthy initiatives and we 
work closely with local leisure centres. 

Thanet has some great clubs and some tal¬ 
ented athletes representing the county. We 
have also been selected as a potential training 
camp for the London 2012 games, with 
Margate main sands a potential training 
venue for Olympic volleyball stars. 

Q The Thanet Mile is coming up - what is it all about and 
why should people get involved? 

A The Thanet Mile is an event that we are 
running in partnership with Sainsbury’s 
Thanet as part of Sport Relief. We want the 
community to get together to raise money for 
the Sport Relief campaign and also try to 
involve those who do not normally take part in 
physical activity. The event at the Marlowe 
community athletics track is also to promote 
what we as a team and other organisations 
can offer in Thanet.

It’s for anyone aged 11 and 
over to turn up and try out basketball - it 
doesn’t focus on ability or competition but 
allows people to simply play for fun. On some 
occasions we also invite the Street Ball 
Extreme Team, who are some of the world’s 
top freestylers. This type of event also gives 
young people the chance to play basketball in 
a safe and fun environment.

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Specialist advisor to help 
sexually-abused children 



Grant will provide dedicated support for young rape victims 


A CHARITY supporting 
Kent’s victims of rape and 
sexual violence has secured 
funding for Britain’s first- 
ever children’s independent 
advisor. 

The new position means young peo¬ 
ple who have suffered abuse at the 
hands of rapists and paedophiles can 
access specialist, confidential support 
solely for youngsters. 

Gravesend-based Family Matters 
was able to make the provision thanks 
to a grant of £64,000 from the Equa¬ 
lities and Human Rights Commission. 

Malcolm Gilbert, operations director 
at the charity, said the new Young 
Person’s Independent Sexual Violence 
Advisor (YP-ISVA) was vital. 

He said. “Of the 200 rape victims we 
see, a quarter are aged 12 to 16. 

“By offering this help we are filling a 
gap which has never been done before 
for children.” 

Mr Gilbert added that as well as

being awarded the grant, the partner¬ 
ship between Family Matters, the 
Crown Prosecution Service and Kent 
Police through the Kent Criminal 
Justice Board had made real changes to 
victim support. 

The organisations are also working 
with the UK Border Agency to help 
deal with young girls who have been 
trafficked for the sex trade. 

Rebecca Masey, who has taken on 
the YP-ISVA position, will offer tai¬ 
lored support to children and young 
people who have suffered rape or sex¬ 
ual abuse and act as a gateway to the 
charity’s therapy service. 

Risk assessments will take place to 
ensure further victimisation is 
stopped. The focus will be on hard-to- 
reach groups and youngsters less like¬ 
ly to come forward for help. Close fam¬ 
ily members of victims will also receive 
support. 

Deputy Chief Constable Adrian 


Leppard, who chairs the Kent 
Criminal Justice Board, said he was 
sure that the specialist service would 
also help secure convictions. 

“Through this role, vulnerable and 
emotionally-scarred children will get 
more of the help and support they 
need and deserve,” he said. 

One person who knows only too well 
the need for services like Family 
Matters is 24-year-old Sarah (not her 
real name). 

Last August she was raped by two 
men after her drink was spiked. 
Speaking about her ordeal to KOS 
Media, she said she would not have 
been able to cope had it not been for 
the Adults’ Independent Sexual 
Violence Advisor. 

“It’s important children are helped 
too,” she said. “I wouldn’t have been 
able to get through this without the 
counselling. 

“I would just say to anybody, don’t 
hide it. Come forward and get help.”

Artefacts saved as fire museum made homeless 


THE Kent fire service museum urgent¬ 
ly needs a new home. 

Fire chiefs have reluctantly been 
forced to move it from their Maidstone 
headquarters and are now hunting for a 
new location to house the collection. 

Fire service historian Roger Mardon, 
from Canterbury, said he was sad about 
the closure but delighted his campaign 
to keep the collection together had been 
successful. 

He said: “In my view, the museum 
should preferably be maintained at 
service headquarters, but if that were 
not to be it is important to preserve the 
collection intact. 


“There was unanimous support [at 
the Kent Fire and Rescue Authority’s 
planning and performance committee] 
for the principle of keeping the collec¬ 
tion together. 

“A project team, including representa¬ 
tives of the interested parties, is to be 
established to develop plans for a virtu¬ 
al [online] museum and for rehousing 
the artefacts. 

“Committee chairman Keith Ferrin 
made it clear it was not the intention to 
close the existing museum straight 
away and he undertook that everything 
possible would be done to rehouse the 
collection in one place. 


“While it is disappointing the muse¬ 
um will have to move, I am encouraged 
by the support for keeping the collection 
together. Every effort must be made to 
find somewhere this can be done.” 

The museum opens one day a week 
and includes artefacts including videos 
of fire, photographs and a hollowed-out 
tree trunk used as a water main. 

A fire service spokesman said: ‘We 
have teams of staff who need to be locat¬ 
ed at our HQ to run the service and we 
do not have room to house them. 

“This means we have to look at all 
options and freeing up space taken up 
by the museum has to be considered.”

Eastern and Coastal Kent 
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Homes should cash in by generating their own electricity 


DEMAND for solar panels is set to 
soar after the Government annou¬ 
nced a support scheme allowing 
householders to make an income 
from generating their own power, a 
renewable-energy researcher has 
predicted, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Kent Green Party member Steve 
Plater said he was planning to 
install a photovoltaic (PV) system on 
the roof of his Sevenoaks home that 
will convert solar radiation into 
enough electricity to meet three- 
quarters of his needs and save about 
£500 a year in energy bills. 

Energy and climate change secre¬ 
tary Ed Miliband unveiled the new 
scheme this week; it will see ‘feed-in 
tariffs’ (FITs) paid to people, com¬ 


munities and businesses who gener¬ 
ate electricity from solar panels, 
wind turbines or other renewable 
sources. 

PV panels on household roofs will 
get a higher feed-in tariff and all will 
be up-rated with inflation each year. 

Mr Plater said that after his system 
was installed he would make about 
£1,000 a year in payments as a result. 

“Anyone who has got money sitting 
in a building society account would 
get a much better return by invest¬ 
ing it in solar electricity,” he said. 

The Government said the sector 
would supply two per cent of the 
UK’s electricity by 2020. 

However, the Conservative Party 
and environmental campaigners 


have said the announcement lacks 
ambition. 

Shadow energy and climate 
change secretary Greg Clark, the 
MP for Tunbridge Wells, said: “FITs 
are essential to allow decentralised 
energy to play a major role in our 
energy mix, but Labour’s proposals 
lack ambition. 

“Ministers should have been bold¬ 
er with this scheme so more jobs 
could have been created and greater 
emissions reductions achieved.” 

Mr Plater, who gives talks about 
microgeneration of renewable ener¬ 
gy across Kent, said: “It is really not 
ambitious enough - Germany 
already generates two per cent of its 
electricity from solar. 


“The key point about renewable 
energy and energy efficiency is they 
go together and you can deploy them 
in hundreds of thousands of places 
very quickly. 

“It is much quicker than building 
huge power stations - nuclear or 
coal takes years and years and they 
are not going to help us achieve 
climate-change targets by 2020. 

“And we are the last major country 
in Europe to bring FITs in. Germany 
has had one since 2000.” 

However, Mr Plater thought that 
FITs would make renewable energy 
systems such as PV panels more 
attractive to householders. 

“There are other reasons people 
want it, but clearly money is an 


important driver - being able to 
finance it matters and also feeling 
independent from energy companies. 

“If you can generate three-quarters 
of electricity from your own roof you 
largely escape future price rises.” 

Initial installation costs were high, 
with panels costing £5,000 per kilo¬ 
watt of capacity, he said. 

People can receive grants from the 
Energy Saving Trust’s low-carbon 
building scheme, but only until 
March this year. However, with the 
feed-in tariff income, and saving on 
electricity bills, it makes an attrac¬ 
tive tax-free return on investment of 
eight to 10 per cent, which is better 
than most forms of savings account, 
the Kent Green Party said.

AN ANIMATED film that gives 
young people hints on how to set 
up their own business has been 
made by a combined team of stu¬ 
dents from three schools. 

The team members from Ramsgate’s 
Marlowe Academy, Chatham House Grammar 
and Clarendon House Grammar have joined 
forces to complete the project. 

Bruce Healy, leading art teacher at the 
Marlowe, said: “This is part of a schools project 
involving a company, Animate And Create, 
which specialises in animated film production, 
to illustrate opportunities for children after 
school. But the films are being made by the 
children themselves.” 

Dan Richards, the creative director of 
Whitstable-based Animate And Create, is acting 
as workshop director for the various projects. 

He said: “The programme is called getting 
animated for work. A series of films is being 
produced aimed at school-leavers and explain¬ 
ing why it is important to stay on in education, 
giving tips on courses and how to get a job. 

“Every secondary school in Thanet is 
involved in the project, which is funded by 
Kent County Council’s Extended Services. 

“Here at the Marlowe we have a team of 12 
- six art and media students from the acade¬ 
my and six arts students each from Chatham 
House and Clarendon - making, in five days, 
an animated film about starting up a business. 
The students from the three schools have 
worked and got on very well together.” 

The film characters include Morph-like 
Plasticine people which each took students 


four hours to make and also cut-outs in a sim¬ 
ilar style to old Paddington Bear animations. 

In addition, students helped devise scripts 
and soundtracks. 

The animated film is captured on special 
cameras shooting 25 pictures a second. 

Mr Richards, whose company works with 
schools and other organisations and groups 
throughout the South East, said: “The facili¬ 
ties at the Marlowe Academy are the best I’ve 
seen. They are in the top, top end, which all 
schools should be like.” 

The Marlowe, Chatham House and Clarendon 
House film production will have a private 
screening at the Marlowe Academy in Februaiy. 

Films from all isle secondary-school produc¬ 
tion teams will have a gala public showing at 


the Marlowe Academy towards the end of 
April. 

An animated film made at Ramsgate’s 
Marlowe Academy by former art student Kelly 
Palmer, 19, was screened at a film festival in 
Bradford. 

Kelly’s film Victims, about the victims of 
Jack The Ripper, although set in modem 
times, was shown as part of the Co-operative 
Young Film-Makers’ Festival in October 2008 
at a 300-seat cinema in the National Media 
Museum in the Yorkshire city. 

Former Marlowe sixth-former Kelly gained 
an unconditional place at the nationally- 
acclaimed Farnham campus of University 
College For The Creative Arts, where she is 
studying animation.

Campaigner Ray Duff looks back over a year of highs and lows for the world's gay people 



Let's all take pride in progress 
while battling to beat hatred 


FEBRUARY is LGBT (Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual and Transgender) 
History Month. Life is improving 
for gay people, but vigilance and 
action are still needed. 

This year, on the plus side, Kent Police, with 
whom I have liaised for ten years or so, have 
achieved ninth place on the recent Stonewall 
(gay rights group) best employers list, having 
revised and improved their efforts. 

Kent County Council has organised a same- 
sex holding-hands photo exhibition at County 
Hall involving locals and youngsters. 

Many libraries have LGBT books and DVDs 
available and I urge people, gay or straight, to 
take them out. All this helps to move things on 
even further from the bad old days of local 
Section 28 policies and so on. 

Kent Fire and Rescue have also been active, 
both at Gay Pride events and in advertising 
their services and vacancies in gay magazines. 


Pride In Canterbury is having another histo¬ 
ry-month event in the city on Wednesday, 
February 10, with a talk on pride and politics. 

Thanet Gay Pride is set for Saturday, July 17, 
in Margate, and this will be advertised soon. 

On the downside, there is the four-fold 
increase in attacks on minority groups, includ¬ 
ing gays, across the UK. 

The recent conviction of a man in Bromley 
for a murderous attack on a gay couple shows 
both the risks that gay people still face and 
the action that can be taken. The murderer 
received a 32-year sentence. 

I urge all LGBT people to continue to report 
any attacks and abuse - physical or verbal - 
on the freephone link, 0800 328 9162. 

There are varied reports from across the 
world. China instituted gay cafes and almost 
allowed a gay pageant, but this was stopped by 
police over supposed procedural matters. 

In Mumbai, India, things appear to be slow¬ 
ly improving, but in Africa it’s far worse for 
LGBT people, especially in Uganda, Malawi 


and Nigeria - although Rwanda and South 
Africa may be brighter spots. 

Peter Tatchell, a friend, and people around 
the world, including many politicians, have 
been campaigning against the hatred that can 
be inspired both by old colonial laws and reli¬ 
gion. 

The Pope - who I believe is homophobic - is 
due in the UK in September and will address 
both houses of Parliament. 

It is likely that many groups, including gays 
and women, will be outside wanting a word 
about his and the Catholic Church’s opposition 
to progress on many social and sexuality 
issues. 

Lastly, a history note: it was a gay ‘genius’, 
Professor Alan Turing, who not only cracked 
the Nazi Enigma Code but went on to be the 
‘father’ of both modem computing science and 
chaos theory. 

He died, aged 44, due to 1950s homophobia. 

What else might he have achieved had we 
been as enlightened then as we are now?

The deputy director 
of public health talks 
about his job and 
how health chiefs 
decide on what 
to spend their 
£1.2 billion budget 


Tell us a little bit about yourself 

I have worked in public health since 1996.1 was appoint¬ 
ed director of public health for Swale Primary Care Trust 
in 2002 and took over the role of deputy director of pub¬ 
lic health for NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent on its incep¬ 
tion on October 1,2006. 

I have a masters degree in public health and am listed on 
the UK public health register. I was born in New Zealand 
and I trained as a pharmacist in Wellington. I came to 
England in 1986 and, like many Kiwis, never made it back. 

What r s the population, geographical area 
and budget of NHS Eastern and Coastal? 

The population of NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent is some 
710,000, covering the districts of Ashford, Canterbury, 
Dover, Shepway, Swale and Thanet. We have a budget of 
more than £1.2 billion and it's our job to work closely with 
the public and patients to identify their health needs. 

How do you prioritise what's important 
for each area? 

Our key priorities for the next five years include breaking 
the cycle of inegualities, revolutionising services for older 
people, tackling the key killers of vascular disease, cancer 
and respiratory disease, promoting well-being and good 
mental health and transforming the life chances of 
disadvantaged people. 

What's the top priroty at the moment? 

Our top priority is currently the management of what could 
be a long and difficult winter.

Inglorious episode 
will all end in tears 

WHEN I read last week’s story 
regarding the tumultuous 
decision by Gerry O’Donnell not 
to stand as a Parliamentary 
candidate, I didn’t know whether 
to laugh or cry with laughter. 

As John McEnroe said on the 
tennis court: “You cannot be 
serious”.

momentous decision? Votes with 
the Labour group alongside the 
other ‘independent’, Ralph Hoult, 
to abandon Albion House and go 
to new offices at Custom House.

Death knell sounds 

I WAS appalled that despite 
promises made by some 
members of the new Ramsgate 
Town Council, the full council 
meeting of Monday, February 1, 
saw the wishes of the people of 
Ramsgate once again ignored 
and part of our rich heritage put 
at risk.

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that the Conservative group on the 
town council voted unanimously to 
keep the building as the home of the 
town council and mayor’s parlour. 

Both the Labour group and the 
two independents, with the sole 
(brave) exception of ex-mayor Steve 
Ward, voted for the move, only 
stopping to make a token gesture by 
way of a resolution to “enter into 
immediate negotiations with Thanet 
council to secure the restoration and 
public use of Albion House”. 

At best this may mean housing a 
museum in the building. Albion House 
should be retained in perpetuity for 
the people of Ramsgate. 

It is symbolic of the town’s past 
but, more than this, as the home of 
the town council it would have 
symbolised the potential for the 
town’s rebirth and the great future 
it still has; it is sad to think that it 
will potentially have its heart and 
soul ripped out by developers. 

I hope the people of Ramsgate will 
remember this betrayal when 
making their choices for town and 
district councils next spring.

Betrayal of town 

AT the February 1 meeting of 
Ramsgate Town Council, residents 


were betrayed for 30 pieces of silver 
in the form of shiny new offices at 
Custom House. 

The developer deserves credit for 
an excellent restoration, but I 
believe the decision will mean the 
death knell of any hope of retaining 
a public presence at a restored 
Albion House. 

It is on record that as recently as 
December at a meeting of Thanet 
council, mayor David Green called 
for the resignation of councillor John 
Kirby, who incidentally facilitated 
the plans to be drawn up to enable 
Ramsgate Town Council to continue 
with its occupancy of the ground 
floor and basement of Albion House 
for the foreseeable future. 

Within weeks, following a biased 
report, we were informed the mayor 
had ‘chosen’ his new office at Custom 
House in advance of the matter 
being discussed by the town council. 
I believe that is called hypocrisy. 

The Conservative group voted 
unanimously to keep the town 
council at Albion House but was 
outvoted by Labour and the two 
independents, Ralph Hoult and 
Gerry O’Donnell, despite their 
pre-election promises to keep Albion 
House safe for the town council. 

Only former mayor Steve Ward 
stuck to his principles and voted 
with us to stay at Albion House. 

A further resolution was passed to 


enter into negotiations with Thanet 
council to secure the restoration and 
public use of Albion House. 

This is on the pretext that it can 
be adapted for either community 
use or a museum. The same 
arguments, on the grounds of 
unsuitability of layout and costs, 
used for the relocation can be used 
against retaining the building. 

Museums are not viable without 
substantial patronage, which is not 
likely to be forthcoming at a time 
when existing museums are struggling. 
Either proposition would need to be 
heavily subsidised by taxpayers.

WHEN grime star Lady Sovereign 
entered the Big Brother house last 
month she left her ‘queen of UK 
hip-hop’ title and arguably her 
credibility at the door. 

Pretenders to the throne are now intent on 
climbing the charts and claiming her crown. 

One such would-be queen is Canterbury 
MC/writer/producer ShyChlo. 

The 22-year-old has drawn the interest of a 
number of industry movers and shakers since 
bursting on to the live scene in 2008 and looks 
certain to draw more attention with the 
release of her debut single Mental Confusion 
later this year. 

ShyChlo said her success was down to her 
lyrics, which go beyond the tired hip-hop sub¬ 
jects of guns and violence.

It’s this fusion that saw new independent 
record label Flickfmger Records sign up the 
young artist. 

Co-founder Kieron Corcoron said: “ShyChlo 
has a very clever mix of UK hip-hop, rock and 
other musical styles. 

“Her sound isn’t affected by the US hip-hop 
scene and so it’s unique.

Cera tackles double role

YOUTH In Revolt stars one of 
Hollywood’s up-and-coming stars 
in Michael Cera, who’s made his 
name through a string of geeky 
roles in Juno, Superbad and last 
year’s Nick And Norah’s Infinite 
Playlist. 

At 21, Cera is no newcomer to the big screen 
- he’s been acting since he was nine - but it 
was his role as High School student father 
Paulie Bleeker in Juno that made critics take 
notice. He was even nominated last year for 
the Bafta Orange Rising Star Award. 

In Youth In Revolt, he plays strait-laced teen 
Nick Twisp, who has a taste for the finer 
things in life like Sinatra and Fellini. 

On a family holiday, he falls for free-spirited 
Sheeni who eggs him on to create a rebellious 
French alter ego: Francois. Sporting a mous¬ 
tache and smoking, Francois takes Nick in an 
outrageous new direction, as he tries to win 
Sheeni’s love. 

Canadian Cera had long been a fan of author 
C.D. Payne, who wrote the book Youth In 
Revolt: The Journals Of Nick Twisp, on which 
the film is based, and was signed up to the 
project before Juno and Superbad even hit our 
screens. 

“The book is really funny. It’s got a really 
unique voice and it’s gigantic, it takes months 
to read if you’re a slow reader. I was around 
the age of Nick when I read it and I complete¬ 
ly related to it,” says Cera, with a half-smile. 

“I related to the agony of not knowing what’s 
going on and being obsessed with a girl and 
not having any control, which Payne wrote 
really perfectly.”

When Nick meets Sheeni, he’s feeling com¬ 
pletely disillusioned about his mundane exis¬ 
tence. Cera explains: “Nick doesn’t have a 
great home life. His parents are divorced, his 
mother has an idiot boyfriend and his life is 
stagnant. He meets this girl who blows his 
mind and he feels he has to hang on to her.” 

Cera reportedly split from his actress girl¬ 
friend Charlyne Yi last summer after they co- 


starred in indie project Paper Heart. He says 
he can relate to the ‘torment’ Nick suffers 
through his love for the mysterious Sheeni. 

‘You never know what she feels about you or 
what she’s really thinking. She’s such a puzzle. 
That’s really what I loved about the character. 
She’s so well-depicted in the book.” 

Despite having to play two very different 
characters in the same film, Cera insists he 
didn’t find this difficult. In fact, he loved the 
opportunity to play a naughty version of Nick. 

“It was just a lot of fun to play. I wouldn’t say 
it was hard, except for the technical tricks of it. 
I can’t think of any challenges, except for try¬ 
ing to figure out how to play Francois initially, 
and what the voice was going to be like.”

TENERIFE is known as 
a tourist hot spot sullied 
by over-development and 
bad behaviour by visitors.

At Sensatori, the stunning 
rooms, marble flooring, sparkling 
chandeliers, fountains, designer 
decor and dramatic sculptures 
can take your breath away. 


Bag a villa in its Red Level area 
and you get a butler and private 
pool within your tropical garden, 
and an outdoor double bed under 
a thatched canopy. 

At the Sensatori’s Michelin- 
starred Calima restaurant, where 
chef Dani Garcia is a bit of a 
celebrity, our 12-course taster 
menu began with delicious dry-ice 
cocktails and included delicacies 
such as foie gras, oysters and truf¬ 
fle cake, accompanied by fine 
wines, some produced locally. 

But it’s not only the hotels that 
are falling over backwards to 
spruce up this island. 

Connection 

Last year, Siam Park, a water 
park, opened in the south, boast¬ 
ing the biggest artificial waves in 
the world at nearly 10ft high. Its 
surrounding beach is created with 
tons of silky white sand imported 
from Portugal. 

We hired a private cabana with¬ 
in the park, with its own balcony 
overlooking the wave pool, to 
allow us the luxury of a safe TV, 
DVD and Wi-Fi connection, plus 
mini-bar, comfortable loungers 
and an outside shower.

whales and dolphins. Many 
beautiful creatures were sur¬ 
rounded by boats, with tourists 
happily snapping away. 

Under new rules, boats must be 
licensed and are carefully moni¬ 
tored to stop whales and dolphins 
from becoming distressed. The 
marine guide on our charter said 


that this had driven away 
unscrupulous operators. 

Tenerife is still home to all- 
night party-goers, English pubs 
and and bacon-and-eggs break¬ 
fasts after a heavy night. 

But if all you want is peace, 
quiet and serenity in the ultimate 
tropical setting all year, it may be 
closer than you ever imagined.

Off-plan property sales 
are through the roof

What you should know 
about buying abroad 


KENT’S potential investors in 
overseas properties will do well to 
check out homes in France and 
Italy this year as two of the most 
stable markets. 

The National Association of Estate Agents 
International said that, as always, any 
potential profits to be made will be down to 
the strength of sterling. 

It said purchasers should look at what it 
called ‘less risk/ investments and in particu¬ 
lar towards the more stable markets such as 
France and Italy. 

But for the very best bargains, buyers 
should try Spain or Turkey, where the former 
has seen spectacular falls in property prices 
during the past 18 months. 

But the association predicts prices will 
remain stable in the first quarter of 2010, so 
purchasers should consider making cash 
offers by March to secure a bargain in any of 
these countries. 

And experts predict the balance of supply 
and demand will stabilise once house prices 
pick up and the pound strengthens against 
the euro. 

Linda Travella, spokeswoman on Italy at 
NAEA International said: “After a slow start 
to the year, the last quarter of2009 saw sales 
and interest returning to the international 
market, with Italy being considered a safer 
investment than many other markets 
around the world. 

“As always, the strength of the pound will

have a significant bearing on the quality and 
quantity of sales, and this year it looks to 
stay at the same strength. 

“Even though the UK appears to have fall¬ 
en behind other economies in the race out of 
recession and economic recovery, sterling has 
held pretty firm against the single European 
currency, trading two to three cents either 
side of 1.10 during the second half of last 
year. 

“For the first quarter of 2010 the number of 
international buyers is expected to remain 
low and therefore offers are more likely to be 
accepted making it a very good time to pur¬ 
chase an overseas property. 

“However by late spring, property prices 
are expected to increase by three to five per 
cent. Key areas to invest in include Tuscany, 
Le Marche and the Lakes of Maggiore and 
Garda, where good deals can be found if you 
buy sensibly.” 

And Des Rowson, spokesman on Spain, 
added: “It has seen a difficult 12 months on 
the sales front as buyers have been particu¬ 
larly reticent about purchasing during an 
economic downturn. 

“Bargains are available but remember, 
price reflects position and quality. 
Unfortunately the coming year will not 
change too much until we see the pound 
strengthening and clients accepting that the 
registered agents do know what purchasers 
are prepared to pay.”

• Never sign a contract that you do not understand (for 
example - if it is in a foreign language). 

• Seek specialist advice from independent solicitors, architects 
and surveyors who know the country's laws. 

• Ensure you do not inherit a debt on the property before you 
purchase, which a solicitor should be able to check - some 
developers borrow money against the plot to raise finance. 

• Always give yourself a 'cooling off' period if you see a 
'must-have property' and are tempted to put down a deposit. 

• If you are arranging finance on the property, ensure in any 
contract and you have an 'opt-out clause' if a loan is not agreed. 

• Try to arrange your mortgage finance 'in principle', before 
agreeing to purchase the property or pay a deposit. 

• Arrange your mortgage in the currency that you earn in 
where possible, unless you'll receive rental in local currency.

the nimbleness of the car. So, with a typically 
crisp Mazda gearshift and direct steering plus 
a more than adequate 109bhp under the 
bonnet, this is a company or private buy that is 
easy to live with in all situations. 

It cannot quite match the latest VW Golf for 
refinement, but is a more cost-effective option, 
to be judged more against the ubiquitous Ford 
Focus and latest Vauxhall Astra. 

It looks leaner and more muscular than its 
rather frumpy predecessor and the cabin 
echoes the impressive Mazda6 in layout, style 
and quality, though rear legroom is only 
average for the sector. 

Having driven most engines in the line-up 
now, test driving the well-equipped TS2 version 
of the ‘cooking’ diesel confirmed it as the ‘go to’ 
model for most buyers. By comparison, the 
105bhp 1.6-litre petrol needs a lot of gearshifting 
to make progress, though still a rewarding drive. 

For those who like the look of the ‘3’, but 
crave more thrills, Mazda has also just 
launched the MPS hot hatch version (£21,500). 

Arriving within months of the mainstream 
line-up this 257bhp turbocharged 2.3-litre petrol 
model can hit 62mph in just 6.1seconds and 
wears a bodykit to complement its good looks. 


RATHER than opting for premium- 
price ‘eco’ models, Mazda has 
adopted a lighter and lower’ design 
philosophy across its mainstream 


range. 

The current Mazda2 supermini, Mazda6 
family/Mondeo class car and now the Mazda3 
family hatch have all had the ‘treatment’: better 
aerodynamics, weight-saving and reduced 
engine emissions and fuel consumption. 

This has delivered range-wide tax and eco- 
savings exemplified by the latest Mazda3 (priced 
from £14,730) and particularly the tax-beating 
1.6 TS2 five-door diesel tested here (£17,390). 

It can average more than 60mpg - without 
needing a six-speed gearbox - and also incurs 
the lowest payable road tax of £35 a year. 

And because a brand that markets itself with 
a ‘Zoom-Zoom’ label could not escape with 
anything less, it also handles well without 
detriment to the ride. 

Where some diesel hatchbacks can feel 
lumpy compared with their petrol sisters, the 
inherent lightness of the ‘3’ means the heftier 
diesel engine seems to make little difference to

Wanderers coach sacked 
after clashes with captain 



DARRYL Vas has been sacked as Thanet 
Wanderers head coach following differences 
of opinion with first XV captain Ben Massey. 

The decision was taken for Vas to be axed 
last Thursday, two days before Wanderers 
travelled to Crabble for their twice-postponed 
game against Dover, and three before their 
Kent Cup tie at Tunbridge Wells. 

Vas admitted the sacking had not come 
entirely as a surprise after he had been open¬ 
ly critical of his side’s display in a 22-6 defeat 
at Chichester on Saturday, January 30.

Tak back for final 
run at title glory 

FORMER world light-middleweight and 
welterweight champion Takaloo is back in 
training and ready for one last shot at the 
big time. 

The former three-time WBU champion 
and WBO title-challenger from Margate 
found out last week he had missed out on a 
place in the Barry Heam-promoted Prize¬ 
fighter - the light-middleweights’ tourna¬ 
ment in London on Friday, February 26. 

The 34-year-old had hoped to fight in the 
televised event at York Hall, Bethnal 
Green, but despite not being picked said he 
wasn’t too disappointed at missing the 
chance to win the Prizefighter cup and 
£25,000 first prize. 

He said: “It would have been a great plat¬ 
form to get myself back into title contention 
but at the same time would have been a bit 
of a rush, what with getting my medical 
sorted. 

“They’ve put me on standby in case some¬ 
one gets injured, so you never know, and I’m 
ready to fight, but having more time to get 
some sparring in before I come back is prob¬ 
ably a good thing.”

Meanwhile, Takaloo said he had patched 
things up with former trainer Jimmy 
McDonnell, the former European super¬ 
featherweight champion and world title- 
challenger who helped guide the Margate 
Rock to his biggest wins. 

McDonnell is training Olympic gold- 
medallist James Degale and has also 
reunited with former world title-challenger 
and Mike Tyson conqueror Danny 
Williams. The chance to train alongside his 
old gym-mate Williams and spar with 
Degale is something Takaloo is relishing. 

He said: “Jimmy’s sorted himself out and 
has a proper gym and he’s on the ball again. 
He has to be now he’s training Degale. But 
that’s good news because in my last few 
fights things didn’t go too well. 

“This is such a hard business - it can be 
like a drug - so it’s not a decision I’ve taken 
lightly, but I know I’ve got enough left to 
give it another try.”
